First,  the  Authors'  Surnames  are  carried  on  Alpbabeticallj,  and  the 
places  of  their  Birth  or  Besidence  as  far  as  known. 

Then  the  Titles  of  the  Books,  and  the  number  of  editions  printed,  as 
near  as  can  be  ascertained,  in  chronological  order ;  then  the  size  and  date  and 
number  of  sheets ;  and,  lastly,  the  time  and  place  of  the  death  of  deceased 
Authors,  if  known. 

Some  are  entered  twice,  for  easier  reference,  as  some  that  have  two 
Authors  under  both  their  names;  and  some  not  only  under  the  Authors' 
names,  but  also  under  the  title  of  King,  Parliament^  Sufferiiufs^  and  Testimonies 
concerning  Friends  deceased,  because  they  fall  properly  under  those  heads. 

And  such  as  have  no  Authors'  names  may  be  found  under  Anonymous,  or 
Nameless,  Friends,  Quakers,  &c.,  &c. 

Periodical  Publications  may  be  found  under  that  head. 

At  the  end  of  those  Pieces  by  Authors  whose  works  have  been  collected, 
the  page  is  given  where  they  may  be  found ;  where  that  is  omitted,  it  must  be 
understood  that  such  Tract  or  Piece  is  not  in  their  collected  works.

Oeor^  Keith  dicni  tho  27th  of  tho  let  month  (called  Martk\  1716^ 
aged  about  77  years  ;  and  thia  Will  (with  an  account  of  his  latter 
end)  was  published  soon  after  his  decease,  and  from  which  I  extract 
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the  following,  thinking  it  may  prove  interesting  to  many,  especially 
as  the  pamphlet  is  now  very  scarce  : — 
**  He  made  this  Will  some  years  since,  but  never  altered  his  Mind  to 
the  last,  nor  made  any  other  ;  for  soon  after  by  a  violent  cold,  which 
'tis  suppos'd  he  took  by  his  long  studying  in  a  cold  damp  Room,  the 
use  of  his  limbs  was  taken  away,  so  that  he  was  Bedrid  to  the  Day 
of  his  Death,  which  was  not  till  last  March,  1716,  upwards  of 
Five  years.  In  which  time  a  remarkable  Providence  happen'd. 
The  House  he  liv'd  in  being  very  old  and  crasy,  the  Head  of  his 
Bed  stood  a^^aiust  a  Wall,  which  fell  down  into  the  Garden,  and 
drew  the  Bed,  and  him  in  it,  half  way  out  of  the  Breach,  and  had 
gone  quite  out,  had  there  not  been  a  strong  Ro|>e  fastened  from  the 
Bed  to  a  Beam  in  the  Room,  being  one  story  high,  had  in  all  like- 
lihood  kill'd  him  being  in  so  weak  a  condition.  His  Life  and 
Death  was  very  pious  and  exemplary.  It  was  great  Pity  so  good 
and  useful  a  Man  should  be  sent  to  such  a  poor  remote  Place,  in  a 
very  dirty  Country  at  the  Foot  of  the  South  Downs  in  Siusex  near 
Shoreham,  so  that  he  was  as  it  were  bury'd  alive,  a  great  part  of 
the  Year  the  People  cannot  stir  abroad.  The  Living  was  but  a 
very  bare  subsistence,  in  so  much  that  he  was  obliged  to  sell  his 
Books  to  a  Bookseller  for  less  than  Ten  pounds,  &c.'* 
**  Very  pious  and  exemplary,**  says  this  writer,  was  the  life  and  death 
of  Geoi^e  Keith,  and  no  doubt  to  the  writer's  mind  it  was  so : 
others  may  think  differently  of  G.  K.*s  life^  and  there  is  reason  to 
doubt  whether  he  ended  his  days  in  peace,  as  will  appear  from  the 
following  account : — 
"  The  Bishop  {Burnet)  has  told  us,  after  a  long  detail  of  his  perform- 
ances. That  he  is  noWy  in  the  year  1700,  in  holy  orders  among  us, 
antl  likely  to  do  good  service  in  undeceiving  and  reclaiming  some  of 
those  misled  enthusiasts.  But  what  if  it  should  appear  after  all  that 
he  deeply  repented  of  what  he  had  done  ?  I  shall  relate  what  has 
come  to  my  kcowledge,  and  leave  the  reader  to  judge  of  the  truth 
1^  of  it.  The  fact  as  related  is  this  :  That  one  Richard  Hayler  of 
Sussex  made  a  visit  to  George  Keith  on  his  death -bed,  which  visit 
was  kindly  taken  by  him  ;  and  among  other  things  that  passed, 
<?.  Xfith  expressed  himself  in  these  words,  viz.,— /  irisA  /  had  died 
when  I  was  a  Quale)  y  for  then  I  am  sure  it  would  have  been  well  with 
my  sold.  This  I  have  from  a  person  now  living,  of  unquestioned 
reputation,  who  had  it  from  the  widow  of  the  said  Richard  Hayler^ 
and  her  sister,  both  since  deceased,  but  persons  of  unblemished 
characters.  I  hope,  therefore,  I  may  be  excused  in  this  one 
instance,  at  a  time  when  Oeorge  Keith's  performances  against  the 

Quakers  are  so  much  magnified  by  the  Bishop  of  L 's  defender, 

as  well  as  Dr,  Burnet^  in  letting  the  world  know,  that  there  is 
reason  to  believe,  that  this  conduct  of  Oeorge  KeiU^  at  last  became  his 
burthen,  and  that  he  himself  did  not  approve  of  it :  the  considera- 
tion of  it,  I  confess,  g^ves  me  some  secret  pleasure,  in  hopes,  that 
he  that  gave  him  sight,  might  give  him  also  the  grace  of  repent- 
ance.'* —  See  Alexander  Arscott's  "  Considerations  on  the 
Present  State  of  the  Christian  Religion."  page  288,  3rd  edition,  1779.

LAWSON,  Thomas,  born  10th  mo.  10,  1630,  was  a  younger  son  of 
.  Sir  Thomas  and  ftuth  Lawson.  He  was  educated  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  early  obtained  the  living  of  Ham^<ide  in  Lancashire. 
In  the  year  1652,  he  is  thus  noticed  in  Geo.  Fox's  journal, 
folio  edition  of  1694,  page  78  : — *'  From  Ulverston  I  passed  to 
'^  Kamside,  where  was  a  Chappel  in  which  one  Tiiomas  Lawson 
"  used  to  preach,  who  was  a  high  sort  of  a  Priest,  and  he  very 
"  lovingly  spake  to  his  People  in  t\\e  Morning,  of  my  coming  in 
**  the  Afternoon ;  by  which  means  very  many  People  were 
**  gathered  together.  When  I  came,  I  saw  there  was  no  place 
"  so  convenient  to  declare  to  the  People  there  as  the  Chappel ; 
"  and  therefore  I  went  into  the  Chappel  and  all  was  quiet : 
"  and  the  Priest  Thomas  Lawson  went  not  up  into  his  Pulpit^ 
**  but  left  all  the  Time  to  me.  And  the  Everlasting  Dag  of 
'*  the  Eternal  Qod  was  proclaimed  that  Day,  and  the  Ever- 
"  lasting  Truth  was  largely  declared,  which  reached  and 
**  entered  into  the  Hearts  of  People,  and  many  received 
"  the  Truth  in  the  Love  of  it.  And  this  Priest  came  to  be 
"  convinced  and  left  his  Chappel ;  and  threw  off  his  Preaching 
'*  for  Hire,  and  came  to  preach  the  Lord  Jesus  and  his  King* 
'^  dom  freely.  After  that,  some  Rude  People  cast  Scandals  upon 
*'  him,  and  thought  to  have  done  him  a  Mischief',  but  he  waa 
"  carried  over  all,  and  grew  in  the  Wisdom  of  God  mightily, 
"  and  proved  very  serviceable  in  his  place."  He  afterwards 
removed  to  Great  Strickland  and  opened  a  School,  for  which 
he  was  well  qualified,  having  a  good  knowledge  of  Hebrew, 
Greek  and  Latin,  and  many  of  the  Sons  of  the  Gentry  residing 
in  the  neighbourhood,  were  intrusted  to  his  care.  Gerard 
Croese  in  his  History  of  the  Quakers  mentions  him  at  page 

Q  C\  ^59- -^^  as  being  one  of  the  most  noted  Botanists  in  England^ 
\  and  Sewel  in  his  History,  at  page  57,   says,  "  I  have  been

LILBIJBNE,  John,  was  the  son  of  Eioha.bd  LiLBimmB,  and  was 
bom  at  Thickny-Funcharden,  in  Darlington  Ward,  County 
of  Durham^  in  the  year  1618 ;  and  at  the  age  of  12  years 
was  bound  apprentice  to  a  woollen-draper  in  London,  where 
he  studied  the  writings  of  the  Puritans.  In  1630  he  became 
assistant  to  Dr.  Bastwick,  and  was  employed  by  him  in  cir- 
culating his  pamphlets,  for  which  Lilburne  was  whipped, 
pilloried,  and  imprisoned.  In  his  confinement  he  wrote 
several  tracts  against  the  Church  but  in  1640  he  regained 
his  liberty,  and  was  rewarded  by  Parliament  with  a  grant  of 
£2,000  out  of  the  estates  of  the  Rovalists.  He  then  entered 
the  army  as  a  captain,  under  the  Earl  of  Essex,  and  was  at 
the  Battle  of  Marston  Moor,  near  York  ;  after  which  he  was  ^ 
advanced  to  the  station  of  lieutenant-colonel,  under  the  Earl 
of  Manchester;  but  publishing  a  libel  against  the  Earl,  he 
was  committed  first  to  Newgate  and  afterwards  to  the  Tower. 
In  1648  he  was  released  and  remunerated  ;  but  he  still  con- 
tinued writing  libels,  particularly  against  Parliament;  and 
in  the  year  1051  he  was  heavily  fined  in  the  sum  of  £7,000, 
and  banished ;  but  before  the  act  of  banishment  could  pass 
he  withdrew  privately  to  Holland,  where  he  joined  the 
Boyalists,  and  proposed  to  restore  the  king  for  £10,000, 
which  offer  was  treated  with  contempt.  He  af\^r wards  re- 
turned to  England  without  leave,  in  consequence  of  which  he 
was  again  arrested  and  imprisoned.  Dover  Castle  was  the 
place  of  his  confinement ;  and  during  his  residence  there  in 
1655  he  was  visited  by  Luke  Howard,  a  minister  of  our 
Society  in  that  town,  and  through  his  means  he  was  convinced 
of  the  principles  of  Friends ;  and  in  the  year  1656  he  pub- 
lished his  '*  Besurrection."  His  writings  are  very  numerous.

«  Joseph  Fhipps,  in  the  time  of  his  youth,  was  much  addicted  to  the 
dissipating  pastimes  of  the  age ;  his  ahitities  were  strong  and 
lively,  and  delighting  himself  much  in  the  theatres,  (to  which,  when 
in  LondoD,  he  had  free  access,)  he  wrote  a  Play  which  fell  ioto  the 
hands  of  the  Duke  of  Bichmond,  and  which,  after  his  mind  had 
taken  a  serious  turn,  cost  him  some  pains  to  rescue  from  the  press, 
hoing  offered  one  hundred  pounds  for  the  copy-right. 

'*  He  was  by  trade  a  shoemaker,  but  so  little  of  an  economist,  that 
sometimes  from  hunger  he  was  driven  to  the  necessity  of  eating 
his  paste  till  he  could  finish  a  pair  of  shoes.  He  was  so  far  goDO 
in  speculative  reasoning,  as  to  admit  the  belief  that  all  things 
came  by  chanoe,  but  yet  sometimes  had  some  serious  reflections, 
and  the  thought  would  sometimes  strike  him,  if  there  exists  a 
Superior  Being,  what  state  am  I  in  ?  While  he  resided  in  London, 
a  young  man  of  the  name  of  Hall  was  his  companion  in  work, 
whose  mind  inclined  to  religion.  He  one  day  said  to  Joseph  Phipps, 
'  What  religious  profession  do  you  think  is  the  best  ?'  Joseph 
replied,  *  If  there  is  anything  in  religion,  it  is  among  the  Quakers.'

Do  you  know  him  ? '  *  Yes.*  said  Joseph,  •  I 
have  seen  him  in  Yorkshire  ;  he  is  a  cleyer  fellow.'  In  the  course 
of  the  meeting  Benjamin  Kidd  preached  particularly  to  the  state  of 
the  two  young  men,  who  sat  weeping  under  his  testimony.

THOEP,  John,  ot  Manchester,  was  bom  at  WiUnslow,  in  Cheshire^ 
in  the  year  1742.  He  was  the  posthumous  Son  of  Jonathan 
Thobp,  a  Farmer,  and  appears  to  have  been  educated  in  the 
principles  of  the  established  Church  of  England.  After  at- 
tending a  Friends'  meeting  at  Morley,  he  found  publicly 
advocated,  as  the  principles  of  a  religious  community, 
doctrines  consonant  with  the  convictions  which  had  operated 
on  his  own  mind,  and  in  the  year  1762,  in  the  20th  year  of 
his  age,  he  was  received  into  membership  by  Morley  Monthly 
Meeting.  In  the  following  year  he  removed  to  London,  where 
he  continued  to  reside  about  4  years.  In  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  1767,  he  removed  to  Manchester,  where  he  continued 
to  reside  to  the  end  of  his  days.  In  the  ^ear  1769,  he 
married  Martha,  daughter  of  John  Goodier,  of  Morley 
Meeting ;  she  was  removed  from  him  by  death  after  the 
short  union  of  4  years,  and  about  the  year  1773,  he  was 
called  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  In  the  year  1775,  he 
was  married  a  second  time  to  Martha,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Cash,  of  Morley,  and  sister  to  Thomas  Cash,  of  the  same 
place,  of  whom  there  is  an  account  in  the  10th  part  of

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  Betreat,  the  erection  of 
which  he  proposed  in  1792,  was  the  means  of  effecting  a 
complete  revolution  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  The 
success  of  the  Institution  led  to  inquiry,  and  this  inquiry  was 
the  means  of  adding  to  the  literature  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  a  work  by  William  Tuke*s  Grandson,  Samuel  Tukb, 
(see  page  829,)  which  largely  contributed  to  the  result  he  had 
in  view — the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  those  afflicted 
with  mental  disease. 

Dr.  Conolly  observes  in  bis  work,  "  The  Treatment  of  the 
Insane  without  Mechanical  Bestraint,"  1856  : — 

"  About  the  time  when  Pinel's  great  work  of  reformation 
was  effected  in  France,  and  many  patients  were  liberated 
after  being  chained  for  many  years,  a  similar  work  was  pro- 
videntially commenced  in  a  provincial  city  in  England.  *  * 
Of  this  admirable  asylum  the  chief  promoter  was  the  late 
William  Tuke,  of  York.  •  •  •  And  for  readers 
desirous  to  know  the  views  which  ought  to  prevail  in  all  luna- 
tic asylums,  I  could  not,  even  now,  refer  to  any  work  in  which 
they  are  more  perspicuously  explained  than  in  Samuel  Tuke's 
account  of  the  Retreat.  .In  the  valuable  works  of  Pinel,  and 
his  learned  successor,  Esquirol,  we  find  graphic  descriptions 
of  all  varieties  of  mental  disorders,  and  lucid  views  of  treat- 
ment ;  but  in  none  are  the  details  of  management,  economic, 
mediod  and  moral,  of  an  institution  for  the  insane,  to  be 
found  more  convincingly  set  forth  than  in  the  works  of 
SAMrEL  Tuke.  •  •  •  All  of  us  who  have  followed  in 
the  path  of  William  and  Samuel  Tuke,  at  however  great 
a  distance,  must  ever  gratefully  acknowledge  the  extent  of 
our  debt  to  them.  It  is  true  that  neither  they  nor  Pinel 
yentured  wholly  to  abolish  mechanical  coercion :  this  was 
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left  for  Charlesworth  to  attempt,  and  for  Gkirdiner  Hill  to 
cany  out  at  Lincoln,  and  for  Hanwell  to  confirm  on  the 
largest  scale;  but  when  the  emulation  produced  bj  the 
changes  made  in  asylums  during  the  last  twenty  years  has 
subsided,  every  historian  of  these  establishments  must  point 
to  Pinel  and  to  Tuke  as  the  men  who  led  the  way  for  the 
more  complete  system  of  non-restraint.'*

The  followiDg  account  of  him  is  from  Tht  Oenilemans  Magazine, 
SupplemeDl  to  toI.  86  : — 

"  Ho  had  passed  the  major  part  of  his  long  life  in  habits  of  great 
seclusion,  making  books  his  principal  companions,  and  the  open 
face  of  Nature  his  &vourite  spectacle.  He  possessed  an  uncom- 
monly well-stored  and  energetic  mind,  and  was  remarkable  for  a 
lofty  sense  of  that  true  honour  which  finds  its  sole  origin  and  regu- 
lator in  upright  moral  principles.  He  was  constantly  a  benevolent 
friend  to  the  numerous  poor  in  his  neighbourhood,  although  gene- 
rally accounted  parsimonious  in  his  disposition,  from  rejecting  some 
indulgences  which  his  fortune  would  have  rendered  appropriate. 
Great  regularity  and  uniform  temperance  wore  means  of  preserving 
his  health  and  mental  faculties,  amidst  the  snows  of  age,  until  a 
short  period  before  his  death.  Religion  was  cherished  in  his  breast , 
OS  the  noblest  attainment  of  man,  the  emanation  of  paternal  Deity, 
benign,  as  i>owerful,  in  its  influences  :  it  introduced  him  to  no 
gloomy  speculations,  no  vain  and  unprofitable  babblings  of  party 
zeal,  or  superficial  fervours  of  imagination  ;  but  it  taught  him  to 
regard  an  untainted  conscience  with  watchful  veneration,  to  con- 
template the  evils  of  mutability  without  dismay,  and  to  look 
forward  with  elevated  confidence  to  the  *  eternal  spring'  of  a 
renovated  existence.  He  sunk  into  the  last  sleep  of  mortality  with 
the  composure  he  always  ardently  desired,  and  which  was  conso- 
nant vrith  his  firm  persuasion  that  in  reference  to  his  future  allot- 
ment by  the  Author  of  his  being,  he  might  say  :  '  When  I  awake, 
I  shall  be  satisfied  with  thy  likeness.'  His  remains  were  deposited 
on  the  29th  in  the  burial-ground  of  the  Society,  at  Witney,  in  a 
brick  grave  which  had  been  prepared  for  them  by  his  own  orders 
several  years  ago.  Among  his  many  charitable  bequests,  he  has 
left  £600  to  the  Oxford  Infirmary,  1000  guineas  to  1000  poor 
persons  in  the  parish,  and  £50  to  be  distributed  in  broad  and  pro- 
visions  on  New  Year's  Day  for  ever."

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WHEELEBy  Daniel,  was  originally  a  Member  of  the  Chnrch  of 
England  (so  called),  and  spent  some  of  the  earlj  years  of  his 
life  at  sea.  During  the  visit  of  the  Allied  Sovereigns  to  this 
country  in  the  year  1816  he  was  resident  at  Sheffield,  where 
he  carried  on  the  business  of  a  Porter  Merchant,  having  pre- 
viously become  convinced  of  the  principles  of  EHends.  The 
Emperor  Alexander  of  Eussia  having  expressed  considerable 
admiration  of  the  Friends  he  saw,  Daniel  Wheeler  felt  it  his 
duty  to  go  to  Petersburgh,  and  removed  thither  with  his 
family.  There  he  was  engaged  in  draining  land,  and  making 
farming  improvements,  very  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the-

He  died  the  29th  of  the  7th  month,  1 696,  at  his  dwelling  honse  at 
Phiskerton,  and  was  buried  at  Lincoln,  the  Ist  of  the  8th  month. 

WHITEHEAD,  John,  a  physician,  and  preacher  among  the  Wes- 
leyan  Methodists.  He  was  bom  of  humble  but  respectable 
provincial  parents,  who  gave  him  a  classical  education ;  and 
early  in  life  he  was  connected  with  the  Wesleys,  but  left 
them,  and  set  up  as  linendraper  in  Bristol.  Having  failed  in 
business,  he  became  a  Quaker,  and  was  placed  in  a  school  by 
that  body  at  Wandsworth.     He  subsequently  attended  a  son 
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of  Mr.  Barclay,  the  brewer,  to  Leyden,  where  he  studied 
medicine  with  such  success  and  perseverance  as  induced 
Dr.  Lettsom  to  get  him  nominated  physician  to  the  London 
Dispensary.  He  eventually,  however,  quitted  the  Quakers 
and  returned  to  the  Methodists,  among  whom  he  became  at 
once  a  successful  physician  and  favourite  preacher,  so  much 
so,  that  he  attended  Mr.  Wesley  in  his  last  illness,  and 
preached  his  funeral  sermon.  He  afterwards  published  ^'  The 
Life  of  the  Rev.  John  Wesley,  M.A.,  collected  from  his 
papers  and  printed  works,  and  published  at  the  request  of  his 
Executors."  Of  this  work,  which  is  avowedly  a  "  History  of 
Methodism,"  the  first  volume  appeared  in  1793,  and  the 
second  in  1796.  The  publication  of  this  life,  which  is  written 
with  great  candour,  caused  such  party  dispute  among  the 
Wesley  connexion,  as  the  Conference  had  intended  to  pub- 
lish a  life  of  their  own.  Dr.  Whitehead  was,  in  consequence, 
for  some  time  excluded  from  their  pulpits,  but  a  reconciliation 
ultimately  took  place.  He  died  March  7th,  1804. — Gent,

He  died  Uio  20th  of  the  Ist  month,  1G80,  in  tho  68th  year  of  his  :igo. 
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IFFEN,  Jeremiah  Holmes,  was  bom  in  the  year  1792  at  Wobum, 
Bedfordshire,  His  parents  were  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  to  whose  religious  sentiments  he  adhered  from  con- 
viction. He  was,  at  an  early  age,  placed  at  a  school  at 
HitcMn ;  but  on  the  death  of  his  father,  his  mother  being 
left  with  a  family,  he  was  removed  for  economy,  to  Ackworth 
School,  near  Pontefract.  His  advantages  there  were  limited 
to  the  elements  of  an  English  education.  At  the  age  of 
fourteen  he  engaged  himself  as  assistant  in  a  Eriends' 
academy  at  Epping.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  opened  an 
Academy  at  Wobum.  In  1812  he  united  with  two  of  his 
friends  in  publishing  Poems  by  three  friends ;  and  in  1819 
be  put  forth  his  **  Aonian  Hours,'*  shortly  followed  by  "Julia 
Alpinula  "  and  a  translation  of  the  fourth  canto  of  the  '*  Jeru- 
salem Delivered  of  Tasso,''  as  a  specimen  of  a  new  translation 
of  the  whole.  Towards  the  close  of  1820,  the  Duke  of  Bed- 
ford offered  him  the  post  of  Librarian  at  Wobum  Abbey, 
which  he  accepted  and  went  to  reside  there  in  1821.  Here 
he  completed  his  translation  of  Tctsso  and  of  the  Works  of  the 
Spanish  poet  Garcilasso  de  la  Vega.  The  first  edition  of  his 
Taaso  in  2  volumes  quarto  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  at  the  prin- 
ter's when  just  on  the  eve  of  publication ;  and  here  he  be&^an 
his ''Historical  Memoirs  of  the  House  of  Bussell,"  published 
in  1833,  after  seven  years  of  research  and  labour. 

He  married  in  1828,  removing  his  residence  to  the  village 
of  Froxfield,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  days, 
retaining  his  appointment  of  Librarian  to  tbe  Duke  of  Bed- 
ford. His  death  in  the  year  1836  was  sudden.  He  ^Ya8  in- 
terred in  the  Friends'  burial-ground  at  a  hamlet  vulgarly  called 
Hogstycnd,  now  Wobum-Sands.

^YOnNG-,  Thomas,  M.D.,  of  London.  He  was  son  of  Thoicas  and 
Sabah  Young,  of  Milverton^  in  Somersetshire,  and  was  bom 
the  13th  of  6th  Month,  1773,  and  received  his  education  at 
the  School  of  Thomas  Thompson,  at  Comptonm  Dorsetshire. 
In  an  autobiography  of  his  early  life  he  says,  "  In  the  3rd 
month,  1782,  when  nearly  9  years  of  age,  I  was  sent  to  the 
school  of  Thomas  Thompson  at  Compton,  where  I  continued 
for  nearly  four  years,  having  only  left  for  six  months  during 
the  year  1784.  Thomas  Thompson  was  a  man  of  liberal  and 
enlarged  mind,  who  possessed  a  tolerable  collection  of  English 
and  classical  books,  which  his  pupils  were  allowed  to  make 
use  of.     It  was  his  custom  likewise  to  allow  them  a  certain 

discretion  in  the  employment  of  their  time The  usher 

of  the  School  was  a  very  ingenious  young  man  of  the  name  of 
Josiah  Jeffrey,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  lending  me  books,  and 
amongst  them,  Benjamin  Martin's  Lectures  on  Natural 
Philosophy,  and  Byland's  Introduction  to  the  Newtonian 
Philosophy.  I  was  particularly  delighted  with  the  optical 
part  of  Martin's  book,  which  contains  many  detailed  rules  for 
the  practical  construction  of  optical  instruments  ;  I  also  learnt 
the  first  elements  of  algebra  from  Vyse  and  Ward.  Josiah 
Jeffrey  was  a  good  mechanic,  and  it  was  from  him,  that  I 
acquired  my  fondness  for  turning  and  for  making  telescopes. 
He  also  made  an  electrical  machine,  which  I  very  frequently 
used ;  from  him  I  also  learnt  the  first  principles  of  draw- 
ing, and  copied  under  his  directions  several  specimens  from 
the  oopper-plates  of  a  book  entitled  *  The  Principles  of 
Design.'  He  was  also  a  bookbinder,  an  occupation  in  which 
I  assisted  him.  After  he  left  the  School,  I  succeeded  to  some 
of  his  employments  and  perquisites,  and  I  used  to  sell  paper, 
copper^plates,  copy  books  and  colours  to  my  school-fellows, 
by  which  means  I  contrived  to  collect  in  1786,  as  much  as  5«., 
which  added  to  \Qs.  6d,  given  me  by  my  parents,  enabled  me 
to  buy  some  Greek  and  Latin  books,  which  were  sold  to  me  by 
Thomas  Thompson,  at  extremely  low  prices,  and  likewise 
Montanus's  Hebrew  Bible,  for  which  I  gave  6s. ;  for  I  was 
at  that  time  enamoured  of  Oriental  literature,  and  I  had 
already  read  through  Buxtorfs  Compendium,  and  Taylor's 
Tract  at  the  end  of  his  Concordance,  and  before  I  left  Comp- 
ton School,  I  had  succeeded  in  getting  through  six  chapters 
of  the  Hebrew  Bible I  had  also  imbibed  a  wish  to  study 
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botanj,  from  a  conversation  with  Morris  Birkbeck,  and  in 
order  to  enable  me  to  examine  the  minute  organs  of  plants, 
I  constructed  a  microscope  from  the  description  of  Benjamin 

Martin I  was  in  the  habit  of  rising  an  hour  sooner  than 

mj  school-fellows  in  summer,  and  of  going  to  bed  an  hour  or 
two  later  in  winter,  for  the  purpose  of  mastering  mj  lessons 

for  the  day ;  my  school  business  was  thus  soon  finished 

One  of  my  schoolfellows  of  the  name  of  Eoz  had  made  him- 
self master  of  the  Italian  language ;  with  his  assistance  and 
that  of  Venoni's  Italian  Grammar,  I  was  enabled  to  read 
Italian,  and  I  had  before  acquired  some  slight  knowledge  of 
French.  I  read  through  Penn's  Beflections  and  Maxims." —

5  and  6. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen,  when  Thomas  Young  left  Compton 
School  he  was  more  or  less  versed  in  Greek,  Latin,  French, 
Italian,  Hebrew,  Persic  and  Arabic ;  and  in  forming  the 
characters  of  those  Languages,  he  had  already  acquired  much 
of  the  beauty  and  accuracy  of  penmanship,  which  was  after- 
wards so  remarkable  in  his  copies  of  Greek  compositions,  as 
well  as  of  those  subjects  connected  with  the  literature  of 
ancient  Egypt^  with  which  he  was  so  much  identified  in  after 
life  and  being  the  first  who  decyphered  the  Hieroglyphics  on 
the  Bosetta  Stone,  &c.
